NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Renan’s death will be deplored as an almost personal loss by thousands 
who may have hardly read a line of his writings. The.) ve /e Jesus created 
a profound sensation when it was pablished thirty years ago, and it was 
eagerly read, condemned—and read again. [ut much has happened since 
then, and it requires more highiy-spiced critical food to stimulste- and 


excite a generation which has become familiarized with the latter-day 


doctrine of German [Biblical scholars. Renain’s haman qualities, however, 
appealed to the sympathy and respect of minds whom his philosophy may 
have failed to impress. No one could withhold homage from a man of such 
sincerity and courage—courave which impeiled him to break with all the 
traditions of his early life, to face the hostility of his old friends, the erael 
animosity of a narrow and unscrupulous world, the hard struggle with 
poverty, for conscience’ sake. The man of ordinary clay who is passing 
through a religious crisis will find a dozen reasons fer not taking the one 
and only course which is logically open to him. When those reasons are 
analysed they will be found to resolve themselves into one and the same 
thing—an unworthy self-love. Truth and right re sacrificed to personal 
comfort. Renan was a man of different mould: and, though to his gentle 
and sensitive mind the wrench which tore him away from Saint Sulspice and 
all the pathetic memories and interests it typified must have been unutterably 


painful, hewillingly faced the ordeal, and bore it without flinching. “1 cannot,” 


he declared, ‘become a priest without culpable hypocrisy.” Amid the rapid 
march of theological ideas, amid the tumult of discussion concerning Renan’s 


place asa scholar and a historian, the world has still a sympathetic thought for 


an intellectual honesty and a moral courage which are rarer and more admirable 
than either scholarship or historical sobriety. Nor does it forget that the 
man who so conspicuously displayed those qualities could boast of a serenity 
of mind which made his character more winning still. Persecuted, as all 
men are who hold advanced ideas and are daring enough to avow them, 
Renan never lost his distinguishing eqnableness of judgment. Opposition 
and misrepresentation never drove him from the moorings to which calm study 
and thought had conducted him. A philosopher, he was still safficiently 
under the influence of his early training to remain a theist. On the other 
hand, emotional as he was, he preserved a placidity of mind which made him 
worthy to rank with the ancient Stoics. “ Be calm and resigned,” he ra ’ 
to his wife with his dying breath, ‘we undergo the laws of that ain < 
which we are a manifestation. We perish, we disappear, bat co sity 
earth remain, and the march of time goes on for ever.” haa an ‘8 od 
—the dignity which recognises the insignificance of the indi ’ 
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majesty of the universal order, of which the inlividual is the part—was 
characteristic of the man, 


As a scholar, Renan wil! have justice—-and it was only jastice he would 
have asked for—meted ont to him in time. The perspective has yet to be 
adjasted. But it is not too early to praise him for services the solidity of 
which time canno: increase or attenuate. Already thirty years ago he taught 
the world that rans, bat seldom reads, that it must be prepared to look upon 
the Bible, and especially upon the New Testament, with a more reasonable 
eye. Romantic as was the portrait he drow of Jesus, it was suffice ently 
sober to mark a new epoch in the stuly of the Christian Scriptares. What 
Strauss did for German speaking peoples, Renan did for France and for 
England, and indeed for the whole civilised world. It is not because we 
have advanced beyond his standpoint that we shall forget our gratitude to 
him for having led ns so far on our way. We Jews -especially ought to 
cherish his memory for helping others to look upon Jesus with Jewish eyes, 
and for setting Christianity in something approaching its historical, its trae 
place in relation to Judaism. Consciously or unconsciously he was always 
striving. to do justice to the Jew and to his creed ; but that is only saying 
that he strove to be imipartial as a historian, and true to his best instincts as 
aman. ‘The study of the fortunes of our race hid a positive fascination for 
him ; to the tel ing of their story he devoted the whole of his literary life. 
Nor did he fail to equip himself for the great task, Literally and figuratively 
he obeyed the monition which enjoins hitn who would understand the poet- to 
go into the poet’s land. Renan drew inspiration from a visit to Palestine— 
a visit which ajypears to have profound!y impressed him; bat- he also gave 
himself up to the laborious study of those Scriptares in which the 
spirit of ancient Israel still dweils, a living thing. The author of the 
Histoire da Peuple Israel,” was also the antnor of Le Livre de Job,” and 
of the * Histoire Générale des Langues Se nitiques,” and Professor of 
Hebrew at the College de France. Since every scholar who seeks earnestly and 
sympathetically to interpret the life and thought of Israel to the worli is a 
champion of our race, then we have abundant reason to think with sorrow 
of the death of ernest Renan, and to remember him with respect and 
gratitude. - | 


The important and interesting correspondence we publish elsewhere 
between the Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, Lord Rothschild and Sir Albert Sassoon on the one 
hand, and Lord Rosebery on the other, should make all Englishmen proud 
of our Foreign Office. ‘That the British Government, irrespective of 
politics, is ever ready to use its potent influence for the pro‘ection of the 
weakin every part of the world, has long been recognised as one of the 
brightest features in the political life of this country ; but it ‘was rezerved 
for the jeopardy in which the Jews of Hawadan (Persia), have been placed: 
through the fanaticism of a spiritual functionary to prove that on Sunday 
our Foreign Minister recognised a work of necessity and charity in helping 
persecuted Jews in adistant land. Apprised by a personal visit on Sunday week 
from Mr. Leopold Schloss, Vice-President ‘of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and Mr. Lewis Emanuel, Solicitor and Secretary of the Board of Deputies, of 
the imminent peril of the Hamadan Jews, Mr. Crowe, the Resident. Clerk 
at the loreign Office, immediately despatched a special messenger to Lord 
Rosebery. On the same day his Lordship telegraphed to Sir F. Lascelles, 
the British Ministerin Teheran, to intercede with the Shah on behalf of 
the Jews, and close on the stroke of midnight he wired this gratifying 
intelligence to Mr. Emanuel. The non-receipt of any further disquieting 
tidings from Persia gives us reason t> hope that the threatened massacre has 
been averted by the timely steps taken in England, 


The Rev. M. Hyamson, B.A., of Bristol, has b2en elected to the post 
of Minister to the Dalston Synagogue. The latter congregation may be 
congratulated on having gained the services of so fully qualified a man. Mr. 
Hyamson i3 a scholar, and as a preacher he has already acquired consider- 
able repute. He preaches extempore, and perhaps comes nearer in style 
to the manner of the Mayjid than do any of his colleagues in the English 
pulpit. This style is one which has is advan'ages and its defect-. The 
Maggil gets to his points by the indirect route, and prefers the unexpected 
to the re'evant. [at on the other side of the account come liveliaess 
and variety. The Mj 9// never lets the attention of his audience flag; Lis 
point of view changes with almo-t every sentence, while he often shows a 
remarkabl: ingenuity in stringing together into a semblance of unity the 
most disjointed and heterogenous thoughts, It is a rather daring innova- 
tion to apply this method to sermons in Eoglish, bat Mr. Hyamson’s ¢xperi- 
ment has not been a failure, With greater maturity and a little more 
restraint, there is little doubt that he will become a really able preacher. He 


certainly delongs to the most promising of the younger members of the Jewish 
clergy in this country, 


Though the Dalston Congregation may b? felicitated on the result 
of last Sunday’s election, it cannot ba congratulated on the manner 
in which the result was reached. The election resolved itself into 
a hot party contest. True, the candidates themselves did not engage 
in @ personal canvass. But their friends were not equally discreet. We 
must protest once more against this intolerable scandsl. The evil effects 
are so obvious that it ought to be quite unnecessary for us to detail them for 
the hundredth time. There are, in the first place, many who are 
absolutely lost to the Ministry because they wili not face the degrading ordeal 
of a public contest, The defeated candidates are cruelly wronged by the . 
publicity given to their defeat. The victorious candidate comes into a con- 
gregation which has for weeks past been discussing his merits and demerits 
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in the most open and most disrespectful terms. The congregation jtsel; jg 
sometimes torn in twain by a difference of opinion as to the qualifications of 
rival candidates, Altogether the system is an outrage on the sacred offiae — 
which it seeks to fill. The only alternative is the one we have frequently 
proposed. The congregation which requires a minister shoul! appoint 
a! hoc a small special committee to which fall power should be accorded, This 
committee would be elected by the members, who would thus have some real 
share in the actual selection of the minist:r. The committee so appointed 
could receive the names of aspirants for the office, could subject the can- 
didates to private tests, or when the candidate is already acting as minister, 
could visit him in his own synagogu>, and thus form an_ estimate of his 
suitability. Bat whatever way the scheme is worked out in detail, we hope 
that the indecorous spectacle which the Dalston Synagogue presented will 
never be repeated elsewhere. 


The death of Mulai Sed I[adji Salaam, Grand Shereef of Wazzan, has 
rid the Saltan of Morocco of a once powerful rival in authority in that not 
easily governed country. Indeed, though the Grand Shereef’s statas was 
more of a spiritual toan a temporal character, his influence over the Moors. 
wes at one time greater than that of their actual Sovereiga, chiefly owing 
to his being the nearest descendant of the founder of the Mahomedan 
faith, This fact, however, did not deter his Highness from marrying some 
twenty years ago a Coristian lady, daughter of ‘the late Mr. Keene, 
Governor of Horsemonger Lane Gaol, a circamstancs which was turned to 
good account more. than once by the Angio-Jewish Association. 
A memorial, which in 1875 was transmitted by the Anglo- 


Jewish Association to the Grand Shereef through his father-in-law, resalte] 


in the removal of some of the more galling disabilities of the Jews, sach as 
that of being compelled to walk barefooted through the streets of certain 
towns, and punishment by the bastinado. in the summer of 1878 the 
Grand Shereef visited London, when he received a deputation of the Couneil, 
headed by the then President, Baron IHlenry de Worms, whom he impressed 
by his enlightened opinions, and t» whom he promised still further ameliora- 
tions in the condition of their Moorish. co-religionists. Unfortanately his 
powers were considerably weakened by his naturalisation a3 a French 
subject ; and notwithstandiog pressure repeatedly brought to bear in later 
years upon the Sultan by the representatives of most of. the civilised powers, 
the prayer of the deputation to the Grand Shereef that “ toleration should 
be preached to the people as well as ordained by the Saltan”’ still remains 
all but unheeded.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN., 


Ernest Renan was the author of many brilliant volumes which earned him 
an enduring place among those who served the nearest interests of Jewish 
science. But his relations to Jews and Judaism were not entirely of thisindirect 
character. He came into personal contact with them, he numbered many Jews 
among his intimate friends, he stood forth as a champion for tolerance to Jews, 
as a champion to whom all the world listened, and as will be seen lower down in 
this column, he collaborated with them in literary work, Those were no mere 
formal words of friendliness that he uttered on the memorable voth of May. 
1883, when he delivered a discourse before the Société des Etudes Juives in 
Paris. “IT was among the iirst,” he said, “to applaud the formation of vour 
Society, which I believe is destined to a great future. I applauded in particular 
that article in your statutes which permits those who are outside the Jewish 
community to attach themselves to your ranks, Unquestionably, * Jewish 
studies’ Lelong to you of full right; but, let me say it to your glory, they belong 
also to humanity. The researches relative to the past of the Israelite race interest 
the whole world. All beliefs find in your books the secret of their formation. 
He who seeks to ransack his religious origins, necessarily arrives at the Hebrew. 
These studies, therefore, though they are your peculiar domain, are at the same 
trme the common domain of all who have found a belief or are seeking for one” 
(ceux qui croient ou qui cherchent), 


Some of his further sayings on the same topic were equally noteworthy. He 
fully recognised that a study of Christianity needed, as its preliminary, a study 
of Judaism. Renan found less difficulty than many Jews do to believe in the 
future of Judaism. “Judaism,” said Renan, “which has done such signal 
services in the past, will also render services in the future. It will serve the 
cause of truth, the cause of liberalism, the modern spirit. Every Jew is a liberal. 
He isso essentially. The enemies of Judaism, on the contrary, if looked at 
closely, are the enemics of the modern spirit. That pure religion which we 
dimly see may rally to itself all mankind, will be the realised religion of Isaiah. 
the ideal Judaism, purified from the dross that has become mingled with its 
gold.” 


[n another address Reuanssouted the idea that Judaism could be justly 
termed a “national religion.” Isaiah represented “ pure religion,” and the pure 
religion that he represented was a unique phenomenon in the world’s history.” 
Judaism, Renan maintained, has great expansive force. He showed that not 
even the Talmud closed the doors of Judaism against all but one particular 
race. Chrysostom warned faithful Christians against their habit of going to 
synagogue! Before Mahomed, argued Renan, Judaism had made many con- 
quests in Arabia, and the kingdom of the Nhozars was converted to Judaism. 
“There is no such thing as a Jewish type.” cried Renan. “The peculiar 
physioguomy and the special habits of living are the 
which have weighted the Jews for centuries; they are nota phenomenon of 
race.’ And, though I might cite many more of Renan’s glowing philo-Jewish 
utterances. I will take leave of him with the following quotation : “The National 
Assembly in 171 believed that men must be judged not by the blood that flows 
in their veins, but by their moral and intellectual worth. It is the glory of 
France that it regards these questions from the side of humanity. The work 
of the nineteenth century is to throw down every ghetto, and I have scant 
courtesy for those who would raise again the fallen walls. The Israelite race 
has done the world great services. Assimilated to various nations, in harmony 
with different national unities, this race will continue to doin the future what 
it has done in the past, By its collaboration with all the hberal forces of 
Europe, the Jewish race will contribute eminently to the social progress of the 
entire world.” 


There bas been surprisingly little collaboration between Jewish scholars 
during the last generation, Our specialists have preferred to fight each for his 
own hand. By this means much work has been done tunperfectly which would 
otherwise not have been done at all. But, on the other hand, serious loss has 
been sustained through this isolation. No one will go quite so far as Dr. 
Steinschneider and pronounce the man who attempted unaided to write the 
History of the Jews a charlatan. Yet there are certain works of pressing 
importance, which can only be executed by the combined energies of many men. 
The new “ Encyclopedia of Judaism” is from this point of view a step in the 
right direction. As many as 72 scholars—some, it must be confessed, not widely 
known to fame—are committed to the enterprise, and though Herr Singer's 
work cannot but suffer from the absence of several important names from the 
list, yet the collaborators include many writers of the very first rank. The 
opening part of this promising work may be shortly expected. 


Collaboration of another kind has, however, been frequent enough at 
several periods in Jewish history. I refer to collaboration between Jewish and 
Christian students. The Rev. Isidore Harris recently lectured on one 
interesting aspect of the subject; but of late years the collaboration has not 
merely been real, it has been nominal too. I mean that though in the past 
many Christicn scholars were aided by Jews, they did not put their assistants 
names on their title-pages. In modern times this has been different, and 
Christian scholars are no longer ashamed or afraid to set their names side by 
side with those of their Jewish collaborators. 


Lessing was one of the earliest to set this good and courageous example. 
Somewhere about the year 1755 the Royal Prussian Academy of Sciences offere 1 
a prize for the best essay on the philosophical optimism of the English poet, 
Pope. Moses Mendelssohn and Lessing wrote in conjunction an excellent essay 
on the subject, under the title “ Pope ein Metaphysiker !’ The note of exclama- 
tion prepares the readers for what follows. The joint authors make merry at 
the expense of the Academy and quote Pope's own confession that he regarded 
his “philosophical beard” as a false one. The whole is very witty and withal

THE FEAST AND THE LAND. 


Or the three “ pilgrim-feasts ” of the Jewish year, Tabernacles most power- 
fully suggests the rural life of ancient Israel. The Succah, which is merely 


the modern representative of the hut in wh'ch the agricultural toiler was 


wont in olden days to take shelter from the heat of an Eastern sun; the 
Feststrauss, as our German co-religionists are accustomed to style the 
combination of the citron and the frond-like palm-leaf; the passionate 
prayer for rain which goes up at intervals during the Festivals ; the supplica- 
tions for a benediction on the earth and its fruits, and on the dumb animals 
which draw their sustenanze from it, and yield food and profit to man, their 
master—all are tangible links uniting the latter day Jew with the idyllic past. 
With such survivals in Prayer-book and [Ritual before our eyes, it is less 
difficult than it would otherwise be to realise that the Jews were once a 
pastoral people. [arming dropped out of Jewish occupations centuries ago. 
Here and there Jewish agricultaral colonies are still to be found in Russia, 
America and Palestine, and enjoy more or less prosperity. Nearer home 
there are wealthy Jews, who as owners of large landed estates, are engaged 
in agriculture and cattle-breeding. But these instance s are interesting only 
because they are exceptiona!. The cruel fate which first deprived Isragv of 
his native land, and then ‘orbade him to own an inch of foreign soil, is 
answerable for the elimination of husbandry from the catalogue of Jewish 
pursuits. From the denial of the opportunity of tilling the ground has 
sprung the disinclination to embrece the opportunity when it tardily presented 


itself anew. The aptitude lost through centuries of neglect is not to be 
recovered in a day. And so the race is still a race of shopkeepers, 
of distributors rather than producers, and the time when it delved 
and sowed, pruned its vines and sheared its sheep, is a memory which needs 
some such celebration as the coming Feast to sammon it into life. 

And yet what has been may be again. If the Festival teac.es one 
lesson more precious than enother it is the lesson that the simple yet 
dignified life of our ancestors may be enjoyed by their descendants of the 
coming days, The industry which clothed the valleys of Palestine with 
corn, and dotted its hills with flocks, in the olden time, has not fled for ever. 
The poet, musing on the fortunes of Isnart, 
that *‘ the chosen people 


sadly owns to the conviction 
bas no future :— 


“The groaning eatth in travail and in pain 
Brings forth its races, but does not restore, 
And the dead nations never rise again.” 


Bat Israel is not a deal nation. Even in this strenuous age when 
peoples, like individuals, must fight hard to live, it not only holds its own in 
the great struggle, but advances. And if it makes its way in wholly un- 
familiar paths, why should it not succeed in those which once were’ familiar 
though now they are strange. If it lives now by reason of patting’ forth 
new energies, why should it not recover its old powers. For so cosmopolitan 
a race which can adapt itself to any environment no vocation is unfitted, 
least of all one in which it has thriven already. The faculty which has 
enabled it to shine in finance, in journalism, in medicine, when such pro- 
fessions alone offered it a career, will surely enable it to take up again with 
success the cld agricultural pursuits whenever they are proved to be an 
essential condition of its future survival. 


And that those pursuits are thus important is becoming every day more 


clear, Whether the precise modus ope-undi of such organisations as the 


Choreri Zion is the wisest that could be contrived is, of coarse a moot 
question. But what seems certain is that their fundamental idea is sound, 
and its very conception is the most convincing proof of its soundness. The 


notion of reviving the old agricultural life of Israel could not have occurred 


to the minds of Russian Jews, whose habits are such as to fill them with a- 


prejudice aga‘nst husbandry, except under the influence of forces too imperious 
for resistance. The evils of the existing economic situation have come home 
to the Jewish denizens of little towns in Russia of all countries in the 
world—to men who, as a rale, think little about anything and less about 
the saving influences: of agriculture. And yet they have espoused the 
cause of colonization with an enthusiasm which is no less convincing than 
pathetic. The need for such a movement must indeed be great, or the 
movement would never have been initiate]. No doubt love for Palestine 
has something to do with its inception, but it is only a partial explanation 
of the phenomenon. The Russian Jew, at home and abroad, dreams of 
other colonies besides those to be planted in the Holy Land. Agriculture in 
countries more hospitable than his own seems to him the one reliable 
specific for his own woes or for those of his Jewish compatriots. Nor 
is he alonein this view. It has taken hold of Western minds, of minds 
free from the bias of personal considerations. secured against any accusa- 
tions either of impulsiveness orignorance. The truth is making itself felt 
with ever increasing force that if the Jewish Question, in its broadest sense, 
is to be solved, the solation is to be found in agriculture. This is the one 
way out of the dark continent which begins in Russia, bat extends all ove, 
the civilised world. For the solidarity of the civilised world is complete in 
these days, and troubles which are bred in some Muscovite townlet send 
forth their noxious germs to England and France, to America and Australia, 
to poison the relations between Jew and Gentile, even in those healthy 
lands. 

Even so shrewd a man of business as Baron pe Hirscu. has come to 
the conclusion that the only promising method of using the spare two millions 
which he has consecrated to philanthropy is to spend them on colonisation. 
The insight of this dispassionate observer of the times and their signs may 
ba trusted not to err. To him and to most thoughtful minds all the indi 
cations seem to point to the soil as the source of Israel's regeneration in the 
coming days. It contains more than the promise and potency of a mere 
livelihood ; 
terrible poverty which weighs down thousands of Jews, despite the prov rbia! 
reputation for wealth which clings to the race, can only be combated by a 
return to those agricultural and pastoral pursuits with which Israel was once 
identified. But there is something besides a sufficiency of money and food, 
of drink and clothing, worth the winning. Manliness, self-respect, the 
esteem of one’s neighbours, are greater prizes still ; and these are only to 


be secured for the suffering masses of our brethren by re-opening to them 

the fountains of salvationfrom which their fathers drew 

and their joy in tygone times. On a Feast which is especially rie 

that recall the charm of country-li’e, no truth could be more appropri 
pondered. 
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THE: SYNAGOGUES. 
We give below reports of the services on the Day of Atonement :— 
GREAT. 

The Chief Rabbi preached before Mussaf, on the words: “Thou art the 
man, and set forth the mission of the day to destroy the mist and film which 
self-delusion has raised before our eyes, to show the hollowness of the pleas 
by which we seek to palliate our wrongful actions, and to remove the ignorance 
of self, which lures us to, and keeps us in evil courses. He showed the 
approptiateness of the prophet Nathan's matchless parable which castigated the 
greed of tlie Sabbath breaker, the inhumanity of the sweater, the heartlessness of 
the slanderer, and the inevitable folly of the petty squabbler. The preacher 
then traced the principles which should guide the consistent life of an Israelite. 
Before Neilah, the Chief Rabbi addressed the children of the congregation who 
worshipped in the hall of the synagogue, and besought them to act up to the glad 
avowal of the olden prophet, “lam a Hebrew, and I fear the Lord God of 
heaven and earth who hath made the sea and the dry land.’ The new arrange- 
ment of sounding the Shofar after the Maariv and the-eupon closing the Ark 
had the desired effect of keeping all the congregants in the synagogue until the 
conclusion of the entire service. 

Bevis Marks, 

The services were conducted by the Rev. 8S. Roco and Mr. A. Mesquita. 
During the Neilah Service on Kippur an incident. occurred, which fortunately 
was not attended by any excitement, otherwise it is to be feared that a panic 
would have resulted. ‘wo double-branched candelabra had been placed on the 
Tvbah at dusk. After a while one of the lighted candles fell on the hind of 
tne Rev. Mr. Roco, who was olliciating, and then rolled on to the 7viahk cover. 
Mr. Roco was evidently affected by the shock, and was compelled temporarily 
to suspend the service, but he was enabled to resume after the attendant.had 
‘been immediately summoned to readjust the light. The vast congregation 
being absorbed by the solemnity of the service, only a portion seemed to be 
aware of the incident, 


SERKELEY STREET. 

Sermons were preached by each of the three ministers. The preacher at 
the Kol Nidré Service was the Rev. A. Liwy, an abstract of whose sermon 
appears in another column, | 

The sermon onthe morning of the Fast was preached by the Rev. Isidore 
Harris, M.A., and was based on Isaiah Ivii. 1: “ Peace, peace to the far and the 
near.’ ‘These words, said the preacher, unfolded the import of the great day 
they were solemnising: Kippur, in the prophet’s conception, was the divine 
harbinger of peace to mankind. It was God's greeting of welcome to all His 
children without exception—to the undutiful who had estranged themselves 
from Him by a headlong career of sin, no less than to Hisloyal children who 
had remained attached to Him in close and holy relationsp. In the vast con- 
gregation which he saw thronging the sacred edifice to bear some part in the 
solemnities of Kippur, there were no doubt some who had not visiteda Jewish 
place of worship since the last Day of Atonement, and of these again there 
was ‘nall probability a section who did not put even the one day in the year 
on which they attended public worship to the uses-for which the day was de- 
signed. Muchas one might disapprove of such an attitude .of aloofness from 
Judaism, one could not help recognising in their presence there on that 
occasion the wondrous influence which the institution of Kippur exercised over 
Jews of every shade of opimon and every degree of piety and laxity, and the 
tendency it revealed to consolidate the scattered forces of Israel into a power 
which must always reckon as a potent factor in .the world’s moral‘and social 
progress ; recognising this, the preacher gladly welcomed to God's house every 
comer without. distinction in the gracious words of the text:: “Peace. 
peace to the far and near.” Foras many of them as had kept from -God’s 
house during the year, and for as many of them as were,.even at that hour, 
distant from God and religion, the God of the spirits of all flesh in His 
exhaustless mercy sent them on that day of Reconciliation His greeting of peace. 

The afternoon sermon was preached by the venerable Professor Marks and 
principally treated of the doctrine of the Immortality of the Soul in its relation 
to the Neilah service about to be performed. Long before the Psalter was 
known in Greece, deep and gifted thinkers such as Pythagoras. Socrates and 
Plato were thoroughly imbued with the belief in the immortality of the soul. 
It had its embodiment in their human consciousness. From their protound 
introspection they realised intellectual and emotional phenomena so very 
different from the properties of matter, that they openly taught in the portico 
that there is in humanity an immaterial substance destined to survive the 
material and in this teaching the poet found“ the golden key that. opens the 
palace of eternity.” It were needless, however. to go outside of what Scripture 
teaches touching the matter under discussion, first, because it commends itself 
to us of the faith, and secondly, because from its nature it cannot be experi- 
mentally verified. Foreshadowed in the primitive history of Israel. it became 
an essential part of the creed of the Synagogue in the age of the Psalter and 
from the Synagogue it made its way into the Church and the Mosque. — It is 
now the common heritage of Scripturalists with which they will never part. 
That this doctrine should have coloured all the Kippur services is the result of 
what Scripture proclaims, not only that at the dissolution of the body 
will return to God, but that with this spirit God will enter into judgment. 
This momentous truth should soak into our minds when we enter on our last 

nitential office, since the spiritual condition in which our atonement effort 

eaves us must needs tell in the judgment that awaits us. In the old Mishnaic 
times when the congregation met to solemnise the Kippur, it was customary for 
a venerable sage to inaugurate the service with this brief harangue, “ Brethren, 
note well that it is not written in respect to the pardon divinely granted to peni- 
tent sinners that God had regard to their covering of sackcloth or to their fast, 
but that he regarded their purpose to depart from their evil ways.” ©O that 
such a monitor who could speak with the same commanding authority would 
appear in their synagogue at that hour and admonish them before they 
to go to it with simulated piety nor with 
esponse in their hearts, 
BAYSWATER. 

The Rev. Hermann Gollancz preached two sermons on the D 
ment. In the morning he took his text from Deut. xxix. 9-10. 
day all of you before the Lord your God "—his subject being Moral Responsi- 
bility. In this point Judaisin differed essentially from other creeds, it looked 
upon the Jew as a responsible being, one who had to shape his own destiny and 
who had to depend for his salvation upon his own actions. It acknowled # no 
mediator between man and God, who had the power to save from the effects of 
one’s iniquities. If we sinned we had to answer for our sin. and the only agency 
that could save from the effect of sin was the exercise, on the one nana - 
righteousness on our part, and that of the infinite mercy aud loving kindness yf 

God on the other hand, It was for this reason that however little the Téiw 
responded to the call of religion during the year, he felt necessarily impelled to 
— ae on the Day of Kippur, and to acknowledge publicly that he had a soul 
Cc of its own responsibility. To improve the defects and failings 
of our past lite, we had to ask ourselves certain questions on this great day. and 
the confession of sin had to be real and not one in name. In his sermon be 
Neilah, the Rev. Mr. Gollancz preached on “ 
happy for us if we could testity to the trut

Life—a conflict of forces.” How 
h that, during the precious hours 


which we have spent in the House of God on this solemn day, we have fel; 
within ourselves this conflict of forces, that the better element of our natures 
had essaved to subdue the baser, the Divine part of our being had succeeded in 
defeating the earthy and material! What a mighty influence had been excited 
if peace of mind had followed this minor conflict, if spiritual conquest had beer 
the result of a days wartare waged against the moral infirmities of our Sou ’ 
[t had been said by one, “The man is yet unborn who duly weighs an hour” 
He exhorted his hearers to weigh the hour which remained to them of the day 
of grace, and to employ its valuable moments to solemn reflections upon present 
conditions and future prospects. 
New West ENpD., 

The Rev. S. Singer preached in this Synagogue on New Year, 7332 nav, 
and the Day of Atonement. He also delivered a sermon in the Vestry Room. 
His sermon in the Synagogue, which treated of the character and scope of the 
true Atonement. touched in the following passage on the vices of Jews of our 
time. Personal and individual as is the duty ot Repentance and Atonement. 
our presence here to day, united by a common hope and for & common purpose, 
is a sign that it is as a people we Israelites are desirous of.regaining the forfeited 
love of our heavenly king and father. Lt is for the sins of our age, as well as for 
our own individual offences that we seek forgiveness. And sorely do we reed 
it. Lam not one of those who delight to blacken the present by contrasting it 
with the past, and are ever asking how it is that the early days were better than 
these.. That is such cheap sentiment, and about as useful as lamenting that “th 
mill will not grind with the water that has flowed past.” Stilleach age has its 
vices, and it is with the vices of our own time that we are, or ought to be most 
concerned. Shall I be forgiven if I characterise a considerable -part of them. 
especially in so far as they attach to Jews, by a very harsh term? People are so 
much less sensitive about doing ugly things than about the ugly names that 
describe what they do. Well, the vice of the Jewry of our time is vulgarity— 
the vulgarity that loves to forget the past, that has no soul for the future, and 
values the present, not for the highest, but for the lowest of its gifts. Do you 
deem the charge unjustifiable ? Is there no vulgarity io the incessant scramble 
for wealth, in the pursuit of which no man cares who else is tripped up so that 
but he keep his footing; no vulgarity in the love of display, the inordinate seif- 
esteem, the fussy self-assertion of which we see and hear so much ? Is there no 
vulgarity in the meanness that recognises scarcely any other standard of morals 
and religion but the far from infallible example of what are considered one’s 
social superiors ? Is it anything but vulgarity when people recede from Judaism 
as their prosperity advances, and one can almost teil the exact rate at which a 
man is going up in the world by the diminishing rate of his attendances at a 
House of Prayer? Is there ought but vulgarity in the eagerness to be thought 
something rather than to be something? O for a band of faithful sons and 
daughters of Israel who will make a stand against the low and degrading ideals 
of the time, who will resolve to keep their soul unstained whoever and however 
many choose to besmirch theirs; who will care more for Elim that seeth the 
heart than for those that look but to the outer aspect : who will catch something 
of the spirit that animated the sage when. brushing aside all prospect of personal 
honour and advancement rather than uttera word that had not the assent of Ins 
conscience, he exclaimed, AV? 2D RIYA? 2? 
Dip °5H?, “ Rather let me heed a fool by the world all the days of my life than 
for a single instant be a sinner in the sight of my God!” 

The Synagogue was crowded during the recent Holidays. The 
were conducted by the Revs. M. Haines and John Harris. Owing to the exer- 
tions, of Mr. Haines, arrangement&’ were made for holding a supplementaty 
service in the Vestry Room, where the accommodation was frec, and where the 
services were conducted by Mr. Cohen and Mr. 8S. Levy, of Jews’ College. 

Hampro’, 

In addition to reading the Kol Nidré, Musaph and Neilah Services, and the 
portion of the Law, the Kev. S. M. Gollanez (at the earnest request of the War- 
dens, communicated during the day), delivered an extempore address betore 
Neilah. Dwelling upon the words of the Neilah “ The day declineth, the sun 
goeth down and beginneth to vanish,” he spoke of life’s changes, aid adverted ~ 
specially to the probable change in the history of that Synagogue. . His 
reference to the possibility of its being the last Kippur Service held within that 
ancient place of worship made a deep impression upon the worshippers. 

Sr. Joun’s Woop, 

The Rev. B. Berliner’s sermon was based on Isaiah xxxili. 6, with its Tal- 
mudieal exposition. He said that though the secrets of divine government and 
divine retribution cannot be made cleir to the human understanding, never- 
theless they have been made subjects for interesting inquiry in every age, With 
that practical wisdom which characterised our ancient teachers, they have 
d. verted this futile desire of the human mind into a field of fertility and use- 
fulness. If our consciences were unable to assert that we have properly dis- 
charged our duties in these respects as Israelites, then let us resolve that the 
future record shall atone for our past on.ission. 

The Rev. H. L. Price, who read the Kol Nidré, Musaf and Neilah Sefvices, 
delivered a sermon after Mincha. Taking his text from Jeremiah viii. 20-22, he 
implored the congregants to avail themselves of the opportunity while the sun 
had not yet gone down to seek the loving mercy of the Lord, so that when the 
supplications of that day were concluded, it might not be said of them “ the 
harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are not saved.” 


Services 


bOROUGH, 

The modifications of the Ritual sanctioned by the Chief Rabbi were intro- 
ducedin the services at this synagogue with uniformly impressive effect. 
Noticeably so was this the case with the conclusion of the Fast, which was with 
especial care surrounded by every solemnity, the arrangement suggested by the 
Conference of Ministers having arisen from a proposal sent up by this congre- 

ation. The-services were intoned by the Revs. F, L. Cohen and M. L. Cohen. 
The Rev. F. L. Cohenalso preached two sermons. One was based on the last 
verse in Hosea, in which the preacher discussed the contrast between the pious 
and the indifferent in their attitude towards religious practice, and in the 
mental comfort they derived from it. The other had for text Psalm Ixxii. 14, 
and insisted on the value of Sabbath worship as a corrective to the false ideas 
so provocative of discontent and impatience which flourish in the work-a-day 
world. The synagogue, adorned with new vestments and hangings, presentec 

a particularly bright appearance. 
East Lonpon. 

The Rev. J. F. Stern preached during the Kol Nidré Service on Self-Parili- 
cation. from the text, “ For on this day shall atonement be made for you he 
cleanse you: from all your sins shall ye be clean before the Lord.” Int e 
course of his sermon Mr. Stern reminded his congregation that on the Day 
of Atonement the high priest entered within the veil, and penetrated the inner 
most place of the Sanctuary, the Holy of Holies, puriied 1t from the gon: 
tamination of Israel's sins. and caused the sweet smelling incense to fill _ 
holy place. “Is not this ceremonial,” asked the preacher, “symbolical of t 2 
mauner in which we should observe the Day of Atonement ? Should we pe 
enter with the veil within our holy of holies, within our hearts, within apr P 
hidden our conscience, our knowledge of right and wrong, even as the Ar 2 
the Covenant was hidden in the Sanctuary? Should we not opetrave, W Ny ot 
our hearts and carefully search out the evil passions and desires wine ! “s 
have allowed to enter there, should we not purify this holy shrine = ot _ 
with tears of sorrow and repentance, and cause to ascend Charen, the. - 
incense of pious sentiments of love of God and man, of zealous ent serene ; 
that which is noble and great, the love of truth and of everything that 1s ¢ 
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and beautiful, pnre and honest.” After the conclusion of the m ning service, 
Mr. Stern read the Haptorah of the day as a Bible Reading, and followed it 
with an English prayer. Stern's. afternoon sermon was based on 
the HKighth Commandment, and was etititled “ Robbing Man. robbing 
God, robbing Self.” Mr. Stern referred to the desecration of the Sabbath as = 
typical instance of how many people rob God of the duty they owe Him an? 
themselves of one of the greatest blessings that life affords, and pleaded for a 
more ow neral observance of the day of rest. Several of the modifications in the 
Ritual sanctioned by the Chief Rabbi were adopted at this Synagogue, notably 
the order of service arranged by the Chief Rabbiin memory of departed relatives 
the prayer being read in English, and ereat ing a marked impression on the con- 
gregants, i he service was concluded in the manner suggested by the Chief 
Rabbi, vile Rev. I. (rreenberg reading Lhe ordinary evening service at the con- 
clusion of the Neilah, and it is satisfactory to know that nota congregant 
quitted the Synagogue until the sounding of the Shofar with which the service 
closed, Much satisfaction was expressed with this arrangement, and with the 
other modifications, 
HAMMERSMITH AND KENSINGTON. 

Unique interest was given to the service at this Synagogue on the Day of 
Atonement, by reason of a remarkable tewr de forer accomplished by Mr. Henry 
L. Friedlander, one of the Wardens. The Rev, M. Adler. the Minister. having 
lost his only child on the iM rning of the Fast, wis unable Lo conduct the 
service; whereupon Mr. Friedlander, who had already arranged to assist Mr. 
Adler, undertook at a few minutes’ notice, at t! 
Board of Management, the immense‘task of conducting the entire service. Mr. 
lredlander, who read from a.m , to WOU With a rest of thirty minutes 
only, has earned the lasting gratitude of the Hammersmith congregation for his 
sif-sacrifiee and endurance in accomplishing this pious task for them at a 
moment ot great difficulty, 

HAMPSTEAD, 

The Rev: Ss Manne read Kol Nidré and Musaph, the Rev. Dr. Chotzner 
Mincha, and the Rev. A. A. Green Shaechris and: Neilah. Mr. Green preached 
twice, before Musaph, from the text,“ What meanest thou, O sleeper, arise, call 
upon thy (,od ' and before Nellah from the text, wat kh day decline h, the sun 
gooth down. sh nter ‘hy Mr. (,reen also conducts d il memorial 
ervice in conformity with the Chief Rabbi's reply on the Ritual. In this 
Svnagoygite no alteration was made at the conclusion of the Neilah. The entire 
congregation remamed to the evening service. A Suceah has been erected in 
connection with the Synagogue, the work of decoration bemyg conducted by a 
Ladies’ Committee. under the directionof Mrs. John Meredith and Mrs. Charles 
Marcus. 

WESTERN: 

The services on Yom Kippur were conducted by the Revs. L. Canter and H, 
Davids, Mr, Canter also preached twice, Kol Nidré night and before 
Musaph, 

LANE, 

The Rey, P. Phillips read the principal services, and the Rev. 1. S.. Meisels 
delivered two sermons. The first, at the close of Musaph, was on the text : 
“Ethics of the Fathers,” Cap, See. 18, and the second on™ Prayer.” Divid- 
mig his subject, in accordance with the eontents of his text, into four parts, the 
preacher spoke principally, first on devotion at prayer, secondly, against self- 
depreciution. In his second sermon, before Neilah, the preacher after giving a 
short history of 33373 IAN, and an explanation of its contents, appealed to the 
congregants to pray attentively and fervently, not only those parts of 1t which 
treat of things temporal and material, but also those others which refer to 
heavenly and spiritual blessings. The ordinary evening service at the close of 
the day was read before the blowing of the Shophar.

The services were conducted by the Revs. M..Heilbron and G. Isaacs. The 
synagogue was crowded. to excess, every. possible seat being occumec. The 
Lixecutive were therefore unable to allow the children of the members, or 
those of the Religion Classes to attend. As some provision will have to be 
made to avoid a recurrence of this drawback, it-is hoped that by next year the 
exertions of this congregation to raise a permanent and more commodious 
building will be crowned with success, On Kippur, before Musaph, Mr. Isaacs 
delivered the text being tuken from Deuteronomy lV. And 
thou shalt know this day, and lay at to thine heart, that the Lord, He is God, 
in Heaven above and on Earth beneath ; there is none else.” ‘The preacher 
impréssed upon. his congregants that although the words of this text would 
apply to all times, it did so with special force to the Day of Atonement.

The services were conducted by the Rev. N. Goldston, assisted by Mr. J. 
Klein. Mr. Goidston preached on the Day of Atonement, and also delivered a 
short address, followed by an appropriate prayer, on the previous evening,

great satisfaction. Mr. A. Lazarus, B.A., of Jews’ College, delivered a sermon 
taking his text from Micah, Chap., 6. He exhorted his hearers to begin the 
great act of Repentance by taking a true. measure of their moral worth and 
pointed out the wonderful simplicity and efficacy of the Jewish doctrine of 
Atonement. The everlasting question of the hour, “ wherewith shall I come 
before the Lord,” received a clear and satisfactory reply in the last words of the 
text, To do justly, love merey and walk hambly with thy God, 

The recent alterations and improvements of the Synagogue have_ much 
improved the building and increased the comfort of the congregation. Mr. B. 
Ehrmann, the junior Warden, has presented a polished pine fectern and the 
tev, EK, Spero a Hebrew Prayer Book for the use of the Reader. 


Beaumont services on Kol Nidré and Yom Kippur were 
conducted by the Rev. B. Schewzig, of Ramsgate, and the Rev. M. Cohen, of 
Canterbury, The vast hall was crowded to excess, and on Kol Nidreé 
night many hundreds’ who were unable to gain admission appealed 
to Mr. Schewzig to repeat the service: but as the hall was only 
available up to eight o'clock, this was found to be impossible. During the 
day Lord Rothschild, accompanied by some of the honorary officers of the 
United Synagogue, visited the Halil.

And then they say: * But those poor Jews, what prospect is there before them 
but punishment and misery here and jiereafter. Ab! it isa black day for them: 
The Day of Atonement a black day for us? The white robes of the ministers, 
the mantles of the Scrolls of the Law, the draperies about ths Ark, Reading 
Desk and Pulpit, are these emblems of a black day? Is there much that 1s 
dark and sombre in them? He looked around and he saw men, women and 
children in their holiday garb. He observed ‘earnestness and devotion im- 

rinted on their brows, but no terror, no gloomy apprehension. Even the many 
arian of close attention in this crowded building and of abstinence from all 
food, even their depressing influence had not been able to remove the festive 
aspect of this gathering. Now, why is this sacred and solemn day also a joyous 
day ? Because essentially it is not a day’ of Judgment and punishment but a 
day of Atonement, of forgiveness, of pardon, of purification, of reconciliation. 
Judaism, falsely or ignorantly described as a gloomy faith, 1s'a creed of light 
and gladness. And its brightest jewel, its crowning glory and beauty, 1s this 
institution which: we are. now celebrating. It 1s independent of outward 
accessories, It requires not temple or. priest. It is ethcacious even with mnt 
synagogue and congregation, without Chazan and without preacher. It brings 
together those who have long stood apart, the Holy God and sinful man. It 
brings them together to be again united, never again it is to be hoped, never 
again to part. This is what Yom Kippur is, the day solemnly appointed for 
the interview of reconciliation between God and His people. That was of all 
days the day for making resolves, Let them that day determine to pursue 
the work ef self-culture, that body, mind and soul should be developed to the 
full. and also let them determine to do their duty in the largest sense of the 
term to their fellow-creatures. Let them determine to do their duty to God, 
to love Him as He deserves to be loved, to regard Him with awe and reverence 
to worship and obey Him. Let them determine that Judaism should not decay 
through their means, nay that that grand faith reveaied by God on Sinai, ex- 
plained by prophet, and psalmist and Sage, fought tor by heroes, died for by 
martyrs, preserved by their race through all its wanderings during 5,01) years, 
should shine resplendent in the eyes ot their fellowmen as a faith which teaches 
men to live nobly, avoiding evil and doing good to the glory of God, and to 
the happiness of .od’s creatures. Mr. Emanuel also delivered a scrmon during’ 
the afternoon in the school-room before a large congregation, 

BRADPoRD,

He was of 
opimon that they had only performed one half of the command if they 
neglected its spiritual observance, regardless of their moral conduct throughout 
the week, and allowed their better natures to become degenerate and corrupt. 
It therefore behoved them on that Sabbath of Sabbaths to make a severe 
examination of their actions and thoughts, to correct their faults, to combat 
their passions. It was thus that the prophet Isaiah would have them keep the 
Sabbath when he exclaimed: “Happy is tne man who acts thus, who keepeth 
the Sabbath from all prefanation and guardeth his hand from doing any evil.” 
And they must remove from their minds the prevalent idea that the Jewish 
Sabbath was a day of austerity and gloom. Quite the contrary. The texé 
called it “a day ot delight.” Anda day. of delight it was to them when the 
“ares and anxieties of the week were for the time forgotten, when on the 
Sabbath eve the members of the household could assemble around the homely 
table to greet its incoming by the recital of the “Sanctification,” and to 
receive the paternal biessing.

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“CHEVRA KADISHA.” 
BY THe REV. ADLER. B.A. 

The tenacity with which Jews adhere to old established customs and insti- 
tutions, however obscure or insignificant their origin. has been repeatedly noticed 
by writers of all shades of opinion. Although circumstances may alter. and the 
culture of the world at large be vastly improved, yet the Jew. while keeping 
pace with the new movements of the age, remains at heart still attached to those 
observances and usages which guided the lives of his ancestors in more troublous 
times. There is, however, a certain famous and ancient institution, which 
for some reason or the other, has been allowed to fall into decay. and. at least in 
England, is no longer a part of Jewish communal work. I refer to the “ Chevra 


Kadisha,” or as the full title reads, KDA.” 
“The Holy Society of Benevolence, for the Visitation of the Sick.’ and 
for other charitable objects. The aims of this Society or Brotherhood were to 
provide persons to attend the sick and dying, and to bury the dead free of pay- 
ment. At the present day, this Chevra has been transformed into the Burial 
Society of the United Synagogue, with its salaried officers. The chief 
characteristic of the old Chevras was, that all the members of a community, rich 
as well as poor, voluntarily tendered their services to carry out the pious 
duty of performing a “ TWN 22’ JOM” “a true act of kindness.” of which our 

tabbis spoke so highly. (Cp. Midrash Rabba to end of Genesis), The history 
of Chevras in general has yet to be written; but for want of a complete work 
upon this extremely interesting subject, it may not be out of place to trace the 
history of, probably, the oldest Chevra known to Judaism. 

How it first originated, it is impossible to glean from any historical docu- 
ment, as really it must have been co-existent with the family of Israel itself. 
To bury the dead with all respect, to pay the last honours to the departed, even 
at great personal inconvenience, has always been a most sacred duty in Judaism. 
and it will be a sad time when this sentiment shall ever entirely die out. Our 
Rabbis blame Joseph (Midr. Rabba. Genesis c. 50) though a viceroy, for having 
allowed the official embalmers to attend to the interment of his father. Jacob. 
The High Priest, who (Levit. c., 21 : 11) dared not defile himself with the dead 
body of his parents, was nevertheless compelled to bury a corpse that he chanced 
to meet, when none else was by. {Termed a Cp.Sifraadlocum!. This 
reverence for the dead is undoubtedly the source whence our Chevra Kadisha 
sprang. Each member of a community would be desirous, on the occasion of a 
death, to show his respect to the deceased, and would offer his assistance in 
accompanying the cortege to the grave, Then, numbers of each congregation 
would band together, and form a Chevra (i.-., a Society, a Union), with the 
specific object of serving as “ Wachers,”’ “ Metaharim,” (watchers and washers 
of the dead) &c., thus obviating the necessity of paid officials. {The various 
interesting ceremonies connected with the dead, cannot be dwelt upon here; 
those curious about the matter may be referred to Landshuth’s “Seder Bikur 
Cholim Ma’aber Yabbok Ve-sefer Ha-chayim,’ Berlin, 1867 (in Hebrew); 
Perles’ “ Die Leichenfeierlichkeiten in Nachbibl. Judenth.” (in Friinkel's 
Monatsschrift, Breslau, 1861), which has been translated into English by the 
American Jewish Publication Society, New York; and * The Book ot Life,” by 
the Rev. B. H. Ascher. | 

The earliest mention of the existence of a“ Chevra Kadisha”’ is to. be found in 
Talmud Babyl., Moéd Katon 27 b. The passage runs as follows : “ RabbiJ udah 
says in the name of Rav, ‘as soon as anyone dies in a town, all the inhabitants 
have to cease work.’ -Now Rav Hamnuna once happened to be staying in a town 
in the south of Palestine. Suddenly he heard the sound ofa cornet, and knew 
by this signal that someone had just died. ‘To his surprise (who was acquainted 
with the above-quoted law) he saw some men still engaged in their work. 


He then asked,‘ Ought not these men to be severely punished, who knowing. 


that a death has just taken place, continue at their occupations? *There is a 
Society in this town,” he was informed, “ and therefore no cessation of labour 
to attend to the dead is required,’ ”’ 

From this reply, it is evident that whilst in some places, these Burial 
Societies were established in others such as in Babylon, which was the home of 
Rav Hamnuna, they were not known. Hamnuna died about 520 c. E., and the 
posnge here «quoted proves that already before -his time, these Friendly 

rotherhoods were in existence, 3 

The following passage from Massecheth Semachoth xil., however, seems 
to point to a much earlier date than the fourth century of the present era: 
Although the Tractate itself belongs to a later date than the Gemara, yet the 
words in which this citation is couched certainly refer to an earlier period. In 
speaking of the manner in which the mourners are to be arranged in order around 
the bier, it is remarked, “that in Jerusalem there were special societies to conduct 
these matters.’ Now the mere fact of the city of Jerusalem being mentioned, 
probably implies a date as early as 70 c.e, After that eventful year, Jerusalem 
lost all its importance, it no longer possessed any academies of note, with the 
fallof the Temple all its glories vanished, and the Talmud speaks less of its 
inhabitants and their doings than of Tiberias, Jamnia, Sura, Seporis and other 
towns. Thus it may be safely inferred that the date to be fixed, at which 
Benevolent Societies are first heard of, is the first century ef the ordinary era, 

It is generally supposed that three Massechtoth Ketanoth (Minor Tractates) 
were written especially for the use of the members of the Chevra Kadisha. 
These three, which deal! solely with the customs referring to the dead and dying, 
and of which only two are extant, are Ebel (which is lost), Ebel Rabati (the 
greater Ebel) or Semachoth, and Ebel Sutarti (the smaller Ebel). The name 
Semachoth (rejoicing) is a euphemism for the sadder term Ebel (mourning), a 
not infrequent usage of the Talmud ; ef, the name Sag’ Nahor (of strong, clear 
vision), used in denoting a blind man. These small Tractates were somewhat 
similar, though not in form, to the Rulesand Regulations ( Tekanoth) of a much 
later date, to which reference will afterwards have to be made. 

The early existence of the “ Chevra Kadisha”’ is therefore established beyond 
a doubt. and its continuance can be traced down tothe present day. In the various 
Rabbinical digests of the Oral Law, such as the Mishneh Torah of Maimonides, 
(Hilchoth Ebel, exiv..) written about 1175, the Semag (Sefer Mizvoth Gadol) 
of R. Moses of Coucy 1245, the Tur of R. Jacob b. Asher CYoreh Deah § 543) 
about 1340, and the Shulchan Aruch of R. Joseph Karo (i+.) about 1530), no 
additions to the original statement in the Gemara are to be found. The 
recurrence of the notice of these Chevras in works of different centuries 
demonstrates that they had not ceased to exist, and that the authors of the 
above-mentioned compilations were acquainted with them. In Vienna, a 
“Chevra Kadisha” is heard of as early as 1320 (Cp. G. Wolf, Die Jiidische 
Friedhife, etc, in Wien, Vienna, 187) though it only had a precarious existence 
owing to the stress of the times, being often compel ed to neglect its functions, 

he terms, however, in which these Burial Societies are spoken of in nearly all 
medieval writings, seem to show that they were not established in every Jewish 
community, that they were not as integral a part of the religious life of Israel 
as the synagogue, for instance. In each case, the phrase is employed, * Jf there 
a Chevra in the town,” the universal existence of them being thus questioned. 
Nevertheless, it may be asserted that in every eight out of ten Jewish com- 
munities, the “Chevra Kadisha” formed an important part of Jewish life. 
The exigencies of business, as at the present day, and the repeated harassing 
rsecutions to which the Jews of the Middle Ages were subjected, appear to 
ave hindered the formation of these Unions for charitable purposes. Some- 
times, it was only some untoward event that brought about the establishment 
of a Chevra in a community where it had hitherto not been known, This 
tter statement derives its support from a passage in a Chronicle 
Written about 1670 by R. Joseph Sambary (Neubauer, Anec., Oxon.,

p., los), which presents a vivid picture of the life of the Jews in medieval 
days. Abridged it runs as follows: “In those days tof R David Ibn Abi 
Zimri., Radbaz) owing to the humerous p ‘reecutions and troubles of our peopie, 
they were in-such dire straits that they were unable to inter their dead in thre 
ordinary cemeteries. It became the custom (in North Africa), to entrust 
the corpse to a Jewish ass-driver, who hid it among his merchandise 
to be carried to a distant community where it could be decently buried. 
Sometimes out of dread of being discovered concealing A dead b nly, the ass- 
driver would throw down the corpse in the open roads, and flee for his life. 
This scandal caused vreat pain to the elders and colleagues of our ‘revered 
master, Radbaz, and the prominent members of the community (in the town of 
Fez) assem bled together, established fixed rules for the burial of the dead and 
formed a Society by whose means a certain number of men should in rotation 
have charge of the obsequies of their brother Israelites. The communities of 
the Mostarabian and Moghrabian Jews, in spite of the fierce Opposition of 
the Mohammedans, forthwith constituted themselves into Chevras, and from 
that time funerals were properly conducted. The formation of these Burial 
Societies was part of the good work accomplished by our learned master, K. 
David Ibn Abi Zimri. of blessed memory.” 

This incident belongs to the beginning of the 16th century, R. David Zimri 
(born 1470, died 1573), who was the author of the system of reckoning dates by 
Anno Mundi (1.M.), having been expelled from Spain in 14/2. He probably trans- 
planted an old custom of the Spanish Jewsinto North Africa, where the Chevra 
Kadisha had hitherto been unknown. The “Society of Lavadores” (or 
Washers), of which the late Sir Moses Montetiore was a member, may be the 
modern survival of this ancient institution among the London Sephardi 
community. 

In the Cabbalistic Book of the ritual and laws relaiing to the sick and 
deceased, Ma’aber Yabbok, written by Aaron Berachja b. Moses, of Modena 
(d. 1640), only once (p. 221, ed. Wilna, 1860), is our Chevra incidentally spoken 
of, though in language that seems to imply that it was very well known. 

Having thus followed the notices tound of Benevolent Burial Societies in 
various works, some specimens of the Rules and Regulations (Tekanoth) of some 
of them may be added. In 163, the Tekanoth (Laws) of a Chevra Kadisha 
U-Gemilluth Chasodim in Prague was issued, written in the J udeo-German jargon. 
They ordained, that every member of the brotherhood was to attend synagogue 
morning and evening, under penalty of a fine ; no member was to frequent the 
tavern of anon-Jew (Jewish taverns were evidently more to be recommended) ; 
expulsion was to follow any disreputable conduct; and re-admiksion only 
permitted after a sincere apology; fines were to be inflicted in case of 
inattertion to duties; for disobedience to the orders of the Gaboim (wardens) 
and Meburarim (committee), for keeping company with a musketeer, 
(who must evidently have been considered an undesirable associate) etec.. 
The subscription was to be five kreuzers the minimum, and no more than 
fifteen per annum. No person to become a full member until after eight years 
probation. The Cohanim, who could not enter the graveyard, were to be 
allowed to make the coltin and other requisites for the dead. ‘The Kabronim 
(members chosen by rota to conduct the funeral), were to carry the bier, and 
perform all the olfices to the dead, without paid assistance. 

A similar volume of Statutes was published in Vienna in 17-4, at first in 
Hebrew, butin 1819 it was rendered into German. The members were to be 
respectable persons, to pay five florins annually, to engage a Rabbi to delivera 
“ moral discourse’ (moralische Rede) in German, weekly and upon special oeet- 
sions: and to holda banquet on the 7th Adar, which, as ts thoughtfally observed, 
was not to cost too much. The sick were to be visited, doctors and medicine 
provided gratis to the poor, and the expense of funerals and tombstones for the 
necessitous to be defrayed by the Society. A “ Gosiss” (a dying person) was to 
be “ watched ” day and night by four persons, who were to relieve each ‘other; at 
the funeral of.a brother member, all were to attend; to that of a non-member, 
a Minyan was to be sent. A wedding-present was to be given out of the genera! 
funds on the occasion of the marriage of a member or the children of a member 
This society afterwards developed into a sort of Board of Guardians, supported — 
young men in learning handicrafts, and did similar benevolent work. ‘This it 
has continued todo till the present day, and although paid officials perform 
most of the work of burial, yet two officers of the Chevra are always present at 
an interment. . 

The Tekanoth of another famous congregation, that of Amsterdam, contain 
still more precise rules, -which are enforced by numerous fines and penalties. In 
the British Museum there are two copies published respectively in 1776 and Isls, 
They are both composed in Jiidisch-Deutsch, the later edition having a Dutch 
translation aftixed. ‘he title-pages are appropriately adorned with the skull 
and crossbones, an hour glass, a scythe, a bier,a spadeandacotlin. The Amsterdam 
Chevra possessed asynagogue of its own, with Rabbis attached, each member 
having to attend for three quarters of an hour after each service in the 
ordinary synagogue, “ to study Torah.” Onthe eve of Pentecost and Hoshana 
Rabba, the members were to assemble in their synagogue, when, says the law, no 
drinking or smoking was to be allowed. On the day before Chanuka there was 
to be a general fast, and a sermon delivered before the Society ; for non-attendance 
to hear this sermon there was a fine of sixpence. The UChevra was to pay 
for the funerals of the poor. Ten men were to accompany each funeral, 
and as one of the cemeteries was at some distance and accessible only 
by water, the Society was to hire a yacht, and place it under the charge of two 
Gaboim. The visitation of the sick was also part of the Chevra’s holy work. 
Punctuality on all occasions was strictly demanded ; all engaged in the funeral 
ceremonies were to attend in black clotbes, a fine of one shilling being levied 
for non-compliance. The annual subscription was to vary between thirty-six 
and seventy-two guiden. The Gaboim, edllectors, deputies, committee and 
Chazonim of the iynagogue were to be elected according to certain regulations. 
They were to be highly respectable persons, not to drink JDJ |", nor to shave | 
their beards, nor to be government officials or criminals. The Chazonim, if they 
prolonged the services by unnecessary singing, or were not strictly accurate in 
their tunes, were to be fined. A stranger could assist ata funeral,on payment 
of certain sums. : 

After having quoted some of the laws of the congregations of 
Prague, Vienna and Amsterdam, an English custom may be appropriately 


added. There is a tradition in Anglo-Jewish circles, that in the days when 


body-stealing was a common practice, the congregation of Brighton used 
to hire a few old bathing-machines to serve as sentinel-boxes, in which the 
members of the Svnagogue took it in turns by twos, to keep watch at night in 
the cemetery. 
These and similar rules of the different societies all have as their object the 
visitation of the sick. attendance upon the dying, and burial of the dead. The 
poor are carefully considered ; each of the list of statutes referred to, include 
special clauses in their favour, “ Gemiluth Chasad ” (true benevolence), which, 
as said in Pirké Aboth L., is one of the pillars of the world, and of which the 
Gemara remarks that 1t can be tit ten both to the living and the dead, 1s = 
motto of them all.

If it were needful to reveal the wealth of material lying pe?” in the Publie 
Record Office, which might form the basis for a future history of the early Jews 
of England, the items herewith appended would amply justify the conclusion 
that a solid foundation is available for such purpose. The entries are submitted 
without comment, for they tell their own tale. 

The items are extracted from a single roll, viz., the Close Roll for 1251 
Although the compass is limited, it nevertheless covers a vast extent of ground, 
and is highly suggestive of what is not apparent on the surface. We behold 
some of the most eminent Jews of the period; they reside in all quarters of the 
‘realm. We read of huge money transactions, of forfeitures, of crimes actually 
committed or imputed, of the special Court of Justice appointed to regulate and 
supervise Jewish affairs solely, of the judges presiding therein, of the persons in 
favour at Court, of those incurring the royal displeasure, and other incidents of 
¢xceeding interest. 

‘ihe year selected is by nu means exceptional. It has been chosen at random 
out of some fifty of its kind, some even lengthier and more interesting in detail, 
This statement will suflice to show that my labours of translation and transcrip- 
tion furnish me with the key for unravelling much of the history of the past. 
By the aid of the thousands of extracts so made, the data of other writers can 
either be substantiated or disproved, and the contentions set at nought of 
-seribblers who rush into print with assumptions which are amazing and amusing. 

The items subscribed emanate from a single roll, and must be regarded as a 
specimen only. Were all details occurring on other rolls of the same date made 
public, a tidy little volume would ensue ; and this applies with equal force to any 
year between 1200 and 1200, 

i have only to add an expression of surprise that these thousands of items 
scattered broadcast in the Rolls have been passed over by such historians as 
Prynne, Tovey and Margoliouth. They are not hidden away in any obscure 
corner. They were readily accessible to these writers; but for some reason or 
other, possibly a prejudice against our race, they were omitted to make room for 
matter in disparagement of our predecessors, and for the publication of paltry 
affairs not worthy the name of history. 

If this one year—125')—be taken, and this single roll be overhauled, it is-a 
matter of astonishment that scarcely an incident of note has been utilised by 
the writers named, The items now see the light of day for the first time.

THE REV. A. LOWY ON THE JEWISH LOVE OF 
DISPLAY. 


In his sermon on the Eve of the Day of Atonement, at the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue, the Rev. A. Lowy preached on the Ideal and the realisation ota 
purified life, taking his text from Lev. xvi. 3): Ye shall be purified bafore the 
In the course of his address, Mr. Lowy most earnestly appealed to 
ali friends of Israel to help in stemming the march of aggressive vanity. Domestic 
affectionand unity have always been the tutelar powers which have consecrated 
the peace of the Jewish household, but there are dark shades woich partially 
eclipse this brighter side of the Jewish charagter, and it was fit to notice at that 
time one of the most prominent and injurious foibles among our shortcomings. 
Just because the Jew speedily prospers, justtbecause he is loving and indulgent 
to his family, he is but too prone to encourage habits of an objectionable nature. 
The fortunate carner and gatherer of increasing possessions lifts up lis heart 
towards boastful and glittering display. Even more ‘than the fathers and the 
brothers in the houschoids, many Jewish mothers and daughters rejoice in 
making a show. -Pompous vanity has many obvious wrong notions and 
wrong doings in its train. Aud here allusion is not to one but 
many countries. Men and women rising to better positions lower themselves and 
lower the name of their community. when they strut forth into notoriety by 
decking and bedizening themselves with the tinsel and the gaud of ever foolish 
finery, This. folly, dazzling: and contagious, calls fortii among 
judiced neighbours OVery species of envy, jealousy oblo LO ther ith tlie 
smouldering fire of hatred, which only awaits a stirring breath to break oul 
into aflame. The devotees to-vamity do not think of the ais hief they are 
slowly setting ot foot, In COTSC of such exhibition the mteriot 
contributors to the Press sow the seed of their defamation of the Jew, and send 
it broadcast over the world, and then envenoin the feelings of an impulsive 
populace. In some lands, which claim to be highly enlightened, our failing o! 
self-exhibiting vanity is one of the main causes of Jew-baiting, and_is a great 
promoter of epidemical anti-Semitism. Now, on the most sacred day in the 
year we may point out to each other the primary sources of misfortunes which 
afflict our widely distributed coreiigionists. The pulpit is entitled to eall 
attention to those evils which are beyond the control of unaided individuals; 
but which, like many otler harmful and wide-spread injuries can, in process 
of time, be lessened and removed through the united efforts of influential 
benefactors. In after days effectual measures may be devised with the object 
of preventing the parasitical growth of ostentation, and to establish religious 
modesty of sentiment, and genuine simplicity of habits within the different 
ranks of Jewish society. At present the voice of religion still finds a hearing 
in many synagogues; though it does not and cannot receive universal accep- 
tance. Among conceited and low-minded persons an appeal for improving our 
actual condition will.not gain free admission. A suggestion which touches the 
border-lines of unvirtuous habits may likewise be regarded, even by superior 
individuals, as impractical and as utopian. But there are some powerful 
friends of their race, who have signified a desire to act together with others in 
stemming, as much as can be done, the onward march of aggressive vanity ; 
and they are disposed to consider (at first in privacy) the methods for popu- 
larising among us the repudiation of degrading osventatiousness. By the 
religious interest which we are bound to take in the well-being of our com- 
munity we are impelled to aid our brothers and sisters materially, intellectually 
and morally, and therefore some of us, the truest and best friends among Us, 
may promote and witness in the process of years our emancipation from some 
of our common sins.
